Grant, Mortgage, or Demiſe to be made by any Tenant for Life

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And be it further Enacted, That all and every Perſon and 
Perſons to whom any Grant, Mortgage, Leaſe, or Demiſe ſhall be 
made by virtue of this Act, or who ſhall be intitled to the Money 
thereby ſecured, may from time to time, by any Deed or Deeds, Writ- 
ing or Writings, under his, her, or their Hand and Seal, or Hands 
and Seals, to be executed in the Preſence of Two or more credible 
Witneſſes, aſſign or transfer the ſame Security or Securities, or the 
principal Monies, and Intereſt thereby ſecured, and all Benefit and 
Advantage thereof, and all his, her, or their Right, Title, and 
Intereſt in and to the ſame unto any Perſon or Perſons whomſoever, 
who may again, in like Manner, aſſign the ſame, and fo foties 
guoties; and ſuch Mortgagee or Mortgagees, Aſſignee or Aſlignees, 
his, her, and their Exccutors and Adminiſtrators, and all Perſons 
claiming under them, or any of them, ſhall and may uſe, take, and

in Six Calendar Months next after the Cauſe of Complaint ſhall
